County Encourages Construc¬ 
tion Of Additional Basin 
For Water System 

More men were at work this 
week in Sierra Madre than at 
any other time since the first 
effects of the business depres¬ 
sion were felt here. A total of 
86 men were employed on the 
spreading ground project, in 
Bailey Canyon, and on the coun¬ 
ty’s Santa Anita Highway pro¬ 
ject. Of this number, the 46 jobs 
on the flood control settling ba¬ 
sins, and the 30 in Bailey Can¬ 
yon, were made directly possible 
by the $15,000 allocation received 
by the city through the countj 
from the Reconstruction Finance 
Company last week. 

One of the largest civic pro¬ 
jects ever to be attempted by 
the city, the enlargement and im¬ 
provement of the city's water 
system, will result in the con¬ 
struction of an additional water 
settling basin that will ultimately 
care for all of the water that 
may be diverted from the can¬ 
yons above Grand View avenue. 

While the present basins are 
sufficient to care for any normal 
rainfall, and for the natural run¬ 
off of the immediate district, on- i 
gineers believe that the larger 
basin will greatly improve the 
entire water system. 

Even in the event of excep- ' 
tional flood from the Santa Anita, 
the water will be controllable, 
and if the city should ever divert 
extraneous waters, the facilities , 
will be on hand for caring them. .

O’Mara Scores Measures Aim¬ 
ing To Curb Expenditures 
F o r Education 

“Shall the child be compelled 
to pay for this depression?” was 
the question Pat O'Mara, Dean 
of Men at Pasadena Junior Col¬ 
lege, put to the Kiwanls Club 
Tuesday in his address on school 
legislation. Most of the State 
legislation apparently directed at 
reducing school expenses is in 
reality for the purpose of mak¬ 
ing profit for big corporations, 
he said in answering his own 
question. 

“This country is allowed a bil¬ 
lion dollars for war machinery, 
an amount greater than has been 
endowed on educational institu¬ 
tions in all the history of the 
United States We must decide 
between war and civilization 
We cannot afford both war and 
education—"he said. 

Getting down to the specific 
bills before the California legis¬ 
lature, Mr. O’Mara cited one 
that would reduce the compulsory 
school age from 18 to 16 years. 

I “Where”, he asked, “would the 
| youths thus released onto the 
streets go? No work would be 
available for them. In any other 
times the question might be de¬ 
batable, but not now.” 

Another bill would transfer 
half of the junior college appro¬ 
priation to elementary schools, 
and both this and a junior college 
tuition bill he scored on the 
ground that the first would de¬ 
prive the institutions of much 
needed revenue and that the sec¬ 
ond would prove dangerously an¬ 
tagonistic to the fundamental 
principal of education equal op¬ 
portunity for all, rich and poor 
and black and white.”

More Pupils Are 
Enrolled At Both 
Of City’s Schools 

With a registration of nearly 
500 pupils, the Sierra Madre 
schools show an attendance in¬ 
crease of 38 over last year at 
the beginning of the semester, 
records at both the public school 
and St. Rita’s show. 

The grammar school now has 
403 pupils enrolled, Including the 
kindergarten class. In the grades 
the 1932 number in the mid-year 
was 325. as compared to 353 this 
year. In the parochial school 
there are 93 pupils, an increase 
of ten over 1032. 

Pasadena schools that are at¬ 
tended by local pupils also have 
shown a rise in registration fig¬ 
ures. Junior College has 3,829 
enrolled now, against last year’s 
3,600; Wilson Junior High has 
come up from 810 to 851 pupils. 

Valley Towns tjose 
Pasadena Dam Suit 

Pasadena won a temporary' vic¬ 
tory in its Pine Canymn Dam 
fight against the San Gabriel 
Valley Protective Association this 
week when Judge Lucius Green 
sustained demurrers to the Asso¬ 
ciation’s bill of complaint. 

Supported by the cities of 
Whittier, Covina and Artesia, the 
association brought suit to pre¬ 
vent the erection of the proposed 
$5,000,000 dam in .San Gabriel 
Canyon, asserting that such a 
project endangered the riparian 
rights of the property owners, 
and that the dam would prove a 
menace to residents in the basin 
area below the dam site. The 
court ruled, in granting a de 
inurrer, that the association had 
failed to show any direct interest.

M ANY garden failures are due 
to poor soil conditions or 
lack of proper soil preparation. 
Putting the soil in proper condi¬ 
tion in the garden is just as 
necessary as it is for the farmer 
to plow his fields before planting. 
Satisfactory results can scarcely 
be hoped for by merely digging 
a little hole in the ground with 
a trowel and placing a bull^or 
seed therein, in the hope of nui- 
aculous results. 

The maxim “If little labor, lit¬ 
tle are our gains; man's results 
are acording to his pains, is cer¬ 
tainly true of a garden It is far 
wiser to devote time and material 
in the preparation of the soil 
than to attempt to supply the 
lack after plants begin their 
growth. 

Soil that is properly worked 
and which contains humus is 
alive. There is a velvety touch 
to a live soil that is easily dis¬ 
cernible to the experienced gard¬ 
ener. Did you ever dig a fern 
from the soil beneath the trees 
in the woods where the leaves 
had fallen over a period of years? 
And if you- have, did you notice 
how the clusters of rootlets 
mingle with the small particles of 
decayed vegetable matter in that

cause there is not uie narniai 
growth of plant life to provide 
this material. 

Where the growth of vegetation 
is scant, organic materials must 
be supplied in the form of barn¬ 
yard manure, leaf mold, bean- 
straw, hay or similar materials. 
Spade it in to decay and to 
form what i3 commonly called 
humus. Humus separates the soil 
particle, serves as a sponge to 
retain the moisture and provides 
free circulation of air. and a con¬ 
genial home for friendly bacteria. 
All these combine to provide a 
satisfactory condition for the 
healthy growth of plant life. 

Plants may, of course, exist in 
poor soil, but it goes without say¬ 
ing that an improved soil con¬ 
dition will yield far more satis¬ 
factory plants. 

Remember that your garden 
plants will be no better than the 
soil preparations that you make 
for them.
